M. 1880.—The 
Exhibition has now been open three mouths 
and is assuming ‘that completeness which it 
lacked, almost of nene sity, at its commence- 
ment. Asa display of the industrial and artis- 
tle prodacts of nearly all the civilized hatious 
of the wortd it fullfils, if it does not éxcerd, 
public expectations, and the colony of Victoria 
may well feel proud of her achlerement, al- 
though it cannot prove a financial success. 
Considering thst the population of Victoria is 
only about eight hundred thousand, and that 
ofthe whole of Australia a littl over three 
tuillion, and that itis seperated from the old 
world by balf the cireunmterence of the globe, 
tina high compliment to the culony and a 
signal ilustratlon of the activity aud enter- 
prise uf its peuple, that so large a collection 
of ezhibite from all parte of the world should 
have been Drought together in Melbourne at 
this early period of its existence.
